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Comfortable Hogs Always Make the 
Bést .Gains 

Farm animals must be comfortable 
in order that they do as. well as pos- 
sible. This is especially true of swine, 
since no farm animal suffers as much 
from extremes of heat and cold -as. 
the hog. Most men prefer to feed 
hogs in the spring and fall, for they 
say the hogs gain more at these 
times on the same feed than during 
summer and winter, This is fot 
in a large measure true only because 
they are more comfortable. 

L, A. Weaver, of the University of 
Missouri college of agriculture, men- 
tions some pf the things which td 
‘be done to make fattening h8gs 
- 1, Provide adequate shade. If the 
hog lot does not contain plenty of 
natural shade, then artificial shade 
showld be supplied. Hog cots, made 
so as to have at least one removable 
side, would be good to use at this 
time, or shade may be made by set- 
ting four ordinar fence posts 80 
that they may be covered with 
planks of canyas. 

2. Provide plenty of pure drinking 
water. This may be cheaply and sat- 
isfactorily done with a barrel waterer 
if an adequate supply cannot be had 
otherwise. Two or three pounds of 
water is stored in the animal’s body 
for every pound of muscle added, 
hence the necessity and economy of 
furnishing plenty of water to drink. 
Most feeders realize the iniportance 
of supplying plenty of drinking wat- 
er, but it oftentimes is an easy thing 
to neglect. Some think if they are 
feeding slop that enough water is 
supplied. The water in the slop, of 


| comfortable. 


‘}course helps to supply the water re- 


quirements, but the hogs should have 
access to additional water, 

3. Keep pool or wallows clean. 
Clean pools or wallows keep the hogs 
comfortable, permitting. rapid . and 
economic gains. This does not mean 
however, that any kind of a wallow 
is good, forlwater which is stagnant 
and filthy may keep the hogs cool, 
but the evil results from unsanitary 
conditions may more than overbal- 
ance the good derived from the pro- 
tection from heat. ° 

4. Keep hogs free from lice by dip- 
ping, spraying or by putting hog dip 
in-wallows. 

5. Keep sleeping quarters free from 
dust, which irritates bronchial tubes, 
lungs and other organs, This may be 
done by spraying with crude oil. No 
hog can thrive if it is ‘continually 
coughing aud ‘wheezing.

Is Your Chimney Safe? 


Defective Chimney a Common Canse 
of Fires 


Defective chimneys are the preat- 
est single source of fires, ‘The in- 
vestigation being conducted by the 
commission of conservation discloses 
the fact that, for the year 1916, of 
the places reporting, no less than 640 
fires were due to faulty chimneys. 
This is exclusive of fires resulting 
from dangerous. stovépipes or chim- 
ney sparks. 

Before winter weathet necessitates 
pressure upon the heating apparatus, 
the houscholder should carefully in- 
spect all chimneys, as well as ‘stove 
and furnace pipes, and have them 
put in good condition. Rarely, if 
ever, does-the-ocupant_of .a— house 
make an examination of the chim- 
ney where it passes through the at- 
tic. Yet, this portion of the build- 
ing is probably the source of the 
great majority of fires which — start 
from defective chimneys. Changes 
in weather conditions and vibration 
have(n deleterious effect upon the 
mortar in the brickwork, causing it 
to disintegrate and leaving openings 
through which sparks may readily 
pass.—].D.

Will Suffer from an Economic. and

Whether victorious or defeated, 
Germany is likely to suffer for many 
years from a_ social and economic 
boycott, not necessarily inspired by 
any government, but the  voiuntary 
act of thousands of individuals with 
whom the feeling of resentment will 
be keen and lasting. It is probable 
that it will be many years — before 
any Frenchman or Briton will, with- 
out urgent necessity, have business 
relations with Germans. ‘Travel be- 
tween the countvies will be paralyzed 
for few Frenchmen or Britons will 
enter Germany and still fewer Ger- 
mans will be welcomed in France 
or Great Britain. 

We hardly realize the intensity of 
fecling which the sufferings and bar- 
barities of this war have brought 


about. The conclusion seems reason- 


able that the material prosperity of 
Germany will suffer immeasurably 
for years to come from this economic 
and social boycott, and it is unlikely 
that when it is further recognized 
that much of the resentment of the 
world would disappear if Germany 
were to transform’ its autocratic 
monarchy into a republi¢ or limited 
monarchy by dethroning the Hohen-

Walks Between Buildings 


Reduces the Amount of Dirt Carried 
Into the House 


Walks between buildings adds a 
good deal to the ease and comfort 
with which the chores can be done 
on the farm and they also reduce the 
amount of dirt that is carried into 
the house. Cement concrete is one 
of the best materials for making 
walks. When it is properly made 
with the right amount 6f sand and 
gravel of good quality the construc- 
tion is permanent, 

In making the walks excavate 
eight to ten inches deep and fill in 
with four to six inches of cinders or 
similar material, well tamped to 
make a good base and on top of this 
place three anda half-inches of con-+ 
crete tamped in place and a top coat 
of one-half inch of .cenfent mortar 
mixed in the proportions one cement 
to two sand. The gravel for con- 
crete should be well graded in sizcs 
from one-quarter to one inch, and 
for this material the proportions inay 
well be one cement, three sand, six 
gravel. Poorer materials should 
have a richer mixture, The top coat 
should be troweled to drive it into 
the concrete base, but not necessar- 
ily to make it slick. 

A “rough” walk may be advisable, 
in which case a little finer gravel 
may be used in the concrete and the 
full four inches made of this mater- 
ial—Agr. Ex, Dent., N.D. Agr. Col- 
lege.

British Push Ahead 


Shell Holes Filled With Water are 
Pitfalls to Fighters 


_British Front in France and Bel- 
gium.—It has rained hard, giving an 
unforgetful demonstration of the na- 
ture of the difficulties which the Brit- 
ish troops have encountered in many 
of their recent operations. Within a 
few hours the entire country had 
been turned into a mass of deep, 
clinging mud, through which one 
made his way with the greatest ef- 
fort. 

Shell holes had rapidly filled with 
water and ponds were to be seen in 
which a score of men might easily 
drown if they’ were unfortunate 
enough to fall.down the slippery 
sides, Often a small pool of water 
covered a considerable shell hole. 


A wounded = man was being 
brought back from Broodesinde 
Ridge. It took four sturdy stretcher 


bearers to carry him and they were 
floundering miserably at every step. 
It must have taken them _ several 
hours to negotiate their journey. 

It scemeqy inconceivable that men 
could work, much less fight, over 
such filthy ground. Yet the British 
soldiers and officers were carrying 
on steadily in their operations. As 
in recent days they have often fought 
bitterly over just such terrijry as 
this. The rain has turned the battle 
front into a quagmire, which. it will 
take many days to d out, This 
does not mean that military opera- 
tions could’ not be. undertaken ‘on 
either side, but there could scarcely 
be more trying conditions for fight- 
ing. The soldiers encountered by 
the correspondent were cheerful. 

At one place a number of men 
were sitting in the shelter of a mud- 
dy bank for a resting spell. They 
were ‘wet, and,, by all rights, should 
have been unhappy, but they were 
singing lustily at some popular song. 

Other bodies of men of similar 
disposition were seen. All seemed 
imemnsely amused at the muddy 
condition of the correspondent and 
the two officers with him.

There is but one way to find out 
the cost and profit of crops— that is 
by keeping records. This may be done 
by estimating the cost of a day’s work 
for hand without a team; for hand 
with a single team and for double 
team.

The Cossacks rival the French in 
the picturesqueness of their uniforms. 
They wear blue coats to the knees, 
black riding boots and a cloth topped, 
conical lambskin cap. 

The German uniform is very drab, 
and consists of bluish gray which so 
blends with the landscape that troops 
thus garbed are very difficult to de- 
tect at a distance. In cut, the uni- 
form of the kaiser’s troops resembles 
that of the British costume. The Ger- 
man cavalry are more brightly garbed 
than their comrades on foot, for they 
wear blue tunics, with gray trousers 
and black leather helmets. The kais- 
hussars are noted for their gay 
uniforms, which they cover with all 
manner of metal ornaments, and they
